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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Remarks filed on June 14, 2004. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with John F. Hayden on December 1 , 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 21-66 and 77-86 are 
cancelled. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-20 are pending. Claims 21-86 are cancelled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on June 14, 2004, is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, and accordingly, has been considered 
by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest, in combination with the other 
claimed features, a plurality of source signal lines and/or a plurality of power supply 
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lines wherein at least one of the plurality of source signal lines and/or a plurality of 
power supply lines comprises a first conductor, comprised of Ag particles, and first 
plated film on upper and side surfaces of the first conductor. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US 2003/0038037 to Colgan et al. teaches multi-layered data lines but fails to 
teach wherein the data lines are comprised by a first conductor, comprised by Ag 
particles, and a first plated film on upper and side surfaces of the first conductor. 

US 2002/0127833 to Izumi et al. teaches electroless plating of an Ag electrode 
but fails to teach wherein the light emitting element comprises a light emitting layer 
including an organic compound. 

5,498,573 to Whetten teaches a multi-layered scanning line but fails to teach 
wherein the scanning line is comprised by a first conductor, comprised by Ag particles, 
and a first plated film on upper and side surfaces of the first conductor.
